HOW: MOTOR SPORT 
IS CONTROLLED. 


. Motor sport in every part of the world 
is controlled by a central organisation in 
Paris, known at the Association Inter- 
nationale. This body recognises auto- 
mobile clubs on ‘the basis that every 
country is entitled to one club and that 
club is entitled to * sent of the 
International Association. 

The resent political changes in the 
British Islands, under which the Irish 
Free State ranks as a Dominion within 
the British Empire, have had, as a con- 
sequence, made an alteration in the status 
of the Royal Irish Automobile Club. So 
long as Ireland was a part of the United 
Kingdom it was represented on the 
leading internatzonal motoring crganisa- 


Fon, the Association Internationale des 


Automobile Clus Reconnus, by the Royal 
Automobile Club of London, to which the 
Roy Irish . Antomobile Club was 
affil As the recognised motoring 
organisation of a Dominion, however, this 
club became eligible for, independent 
representation on the Association Inter- 
nationale, with the consent of the parent 
club, and at the General Assembly 
Association on October 12th, 1927, it wa» 
elected an independent member. Con- 
sequently the club is now the sole 
authority for the control of automobile 
sport in the Free State, subject to the 
general | authori. [Which is the supreme 

automobilism. 

The —— the club has been directed 
to the encouragement and making popular 
of the motor movement in Ireland; to 
engender feelings of consideration, ‘and 
toleration between motorists and the 
public; to the prevention of inconsiderate 
driving ; and to the protection of motorists 
in the country. 

The Gordon Bennett Race in 1903 was 
organised by the British club then known 
as the Royal Automobile Club of Great 
Britain and Ireland; but, at the same 
time, the Irish club was asked to co- 
operate. It most willingly gave a great 
deal of assistance to that historic event 
in the conduct of the face, which was 


greatly appreciated and publicly acknow- 
ledged by the British Association.

fature of electricity has always been 
a happy hunting-ground for scientific 
rs. We have had granular 
ries, single and double fluid 
theories, ether strain theories, within 
the last century. None of them seemed 
to last very long—partly because the 
evidence on which they were based was 
insufficient, or, to put it in a more general 
way, we had not sufficient knowledge 
about electricity to be able to have a 
theory based on facts. We have now 
returned to the first the granular theory 
—in which electricity exists as discrete | 
particles, just as the sand on the sea- 
shore exists in grains. 

The grains of electricity are called 
electrons, and we have experimental proof 
of their existence. When we talk of a flow 
of electricity nowadays we picture it as 
taking place, not like water flowing 
through a pipe, but in the way in which 
water is taken to a fire in the absence 
of a hose—i.e., by a chain of buckets, 
every man passing on a bucket of water 
and receiving one in place of it. This 
implies that there is electricity in a wire 
before it is connected to a battery, and, 
strange as this deduction seems, all our 
experiments have confirmed it. 


ATOMIC STRUCTURE. 


The wire through which electricity 
travels is made up of atoms, and the 
structure of the atom has been the subject 
of @ tremendous amount of study in recent 
years. The result of this study has been 
that all atoms are found to be made up 
of tiny particles of electricity, both 
positive ‘and negative. The negative 
particles are the familiar electrons, while 
the others are particles of the same kind 
except for the fact that they are of 
positive electricity instead of the negative 
kind, and they are called protons. In 
any atom there are equal numbers of 
protons and electrons, so that the atom, as 
a whole, is electrically neutral. i 

The arrangement within the atom 1s 
that the protons, sometimes with a few 
electrons mixed up with them, are at the 
centre of the atom, while the electrons 
travel around this nucleus in orbits, just 
as the planets revolve around the sun. 
If the atoms of any substance have an 
odd one or two electrons relatively far out 
from the centre, it is quite easy to detach 
them from the rest of tke atom, and so 
a chain of electrons may be formed in 
such a material, and it will be a good 
conductor of electricity. Bad conductors 
are characterised by their atoms having 
no electrons on the outskirts to be detached 
easily. This electron theory accounts in 
a very satisfactory way for all the 
electrical phenomena with which we are 
familiar. 

One of the important consequences of 
this theory for the general reader is the 
fact that matter is constructed out of 
electricity, When we think of where our 
electricity comes from, the idea does not 
seem so ‘revolutionary. We generate 
electricity in dynamos, which are them- 
selves large quantities of matter; in 
batteries, which have to be supplied either 
with chemicals or electricity; and by 
friction, in which matter is again 
involved. Then again, we never find 
electricity anywhere except where there is 
matter—electricity will not flow through a 
vacuum, for instance—so that we should 
expect some very close relationship at 
least between them. 


ACCURATE MEASURMENTS. 


The electron plays a very important 
part in modern scientific theory, and its 
dimensions and properties have received 
very careful attention, Electrons are so 
small that it requires twelve million million 
of them laid side by side to make an inch. 
In spite of its small size, there are few 
objects in science whose weight and size 
are more accurately known. The methods 
used to measure the weight of an electron 
were so accurate that, compared with 
them, the method used by the grocer to 
weigh out a a of butter is exceedingly 
crude. We have made like measurements 
for the proton, and we have discovered 
that, although the electron is about two 
thousand times as big as the proton, it 
only possesSes about one two-thousandth 
of its weight. The protons are smal] and 
heavy and carry most of the weight of the 
atom, while the electrons are large, but 
light. . 

If a hydrogen atom—which consists of 
one proton, with one electron revolving 
around it—were enlarged to be the size 
of the earth, the proton at the centre 
would be about five inches in diameter, 
four thousand miles 
‘away, would have a diameter of eight 
hundred feét. This picture gives some 
idea of the emptiness of an atom. If all 
the protons and electrons in the world 
were squeezed together, so as to leave no 
empty space between them, the resulting 
globe would be about a foot in diameter. 
It is difficult for us to think of such a 
comparatively small body possessing .the 
weight of the earth, but astronomers have 
discovered stars in which the matter is 


so tightly compressed that a cubic inch of 


it weighs about a ton. (Lead weighs 
about half a pound per cubic inch.) 


PRODUCING ELECTRONS. 


Three methods of producing electrons 
have been mentioned  already—the 
dynamo, the battery and friction. In 
reality, the electrons are not produced 
here; they are there all the time, but are 
set into motion by thess contrivances. We 
have other methods of getting supplies of 
them. If a metal is heated till it becomes 
red hot, it shoots off electrons in large 
numbers—millions of them, in fact. This 
phenomenon is used in te wireless valve 
where “a wire is kept hot by passing an 
electric current through it, and the 
electrons which are given ofi are collected 
on the anode*or plate of the valve. Thus 
a current of electricity passes through the 
valve, and, as the stream of electrons only 
goes from the hot wire to the cold plate, 
a valve can be, and is, used for sorting out 
the electrons in an alternating current 
where they move first one way, then the 
other, and so on very rapidly. There are 
several devices on the market for changing 
an alternating current into a direct 
current by using this property of a valve. 
When light falls on certain metals, 
electrons are shot ofí and may be caught 
in the same way in which they are caught 
in a wireless valve. The behaviour of 


these metals towards light is of immense

A Fearless Ulster Colonel.

A certain hosiery ‘manufacturer of 
Leicester, one Thomas Gardiner. whose 
business took him frequently to the Con- 
tinent, and whose tastes led him to 
cultivate the friendship of most of the 
leading musicians of the period, greatly 
admired the compositicns of Joseph 
Haydn, several of. which he adapted to 
English words. . 

On one occasion he presented to this 
great composer six pairs of silk hose, 
which, instead of being patterned with an 
orthodox design, had some of Haydn’s 
most popular melodies woven into them! 

No doubt, the manufacturer was to be 
complimented on his skill, but I do not 
think even ladies, much less men, of the 
present day would care to have their own 
tunes creeping round their ankles!

A correspondent writes: — While play- 
ing golf at Bundoran a few_days ago I 
came in contact with a novel touring 
party. It consisted of three Americans, 
who were doing a complete round ci 
Ireland on a jaunting car. Mr. and Mrs. 
Felix Porter Shay and their young daughter 
hired an outside car in Cork with the 
object of doing some intensive sight-seeing. 
They argued, very correctly, that going from 
place to place by train, or even by motor 
car, the tourist gets only a very casual 
idea of the country; and, as they were 
determined to get a real close‘up view, 
they decided on taking a jaunting car. 
They arrived by the Cunarder Samaria at 
Queenstown in the first week of June, and, 
coming to Cork, they approached Paddy 
Hegarty, a jarvey, on his stand outside 
the Victoria Hotel, with a proposal to 
drive them round the country. They 
offered him an inclusive fee of £1 10s. per 
day, and Paddy promptly accepted the 
offer. 

When they reached Bundoran, they. had 
been out nearly four weeks, and had 
“done an average of about twenty-five 
miles a day, going through Millstreet, Kil- 
larney, Limerick, Galway, Westport, 
Sligo, as well as many intermediate small 
villages. They were greatly interested in 
all that they saw, particularly in the rural 
parts, where they frequently stopped their 
car and went into the country houses. 
They found everywhere prosperity and 
comfort, and nowhere could they see any 
poverty such as they had been told to 
expect. The hotels were invariably con- 
fortable and reasonable, but in one small 
village at which they arrived late at night 
they could only get accommodation in a 
small cottage on the outskirts, where they 
found it more confortable to sit up all 
night rather than try to sleep 


World Travellers. 


Mr. and Mrs. Shay, whose home is in 
Baltimore, Maryland, U. S. A., are keen 
travellers, and few parts of the world are 
unknown to them. They have lived in 
far-off Japan, and, most of Europe is 
familiar to them. They have toured 
America, North and South, and, amongst 
other things, played golf in the Andes 
Mountains, where ant-hills fifty feet high 
served as bunkers. Their biggest journey, 
however, was through “Africa, from Cairo 
to the Cape. They went to Khartoum by 
rail, and thereafter by the great lakes, 
touching portions of territory where white 
man ‘had never before penetrated. A 
record of this tour, with perfuse illustra- 
tions, was published in the American 
Geographical Magazine. 

The Shays—whose name is really a cor- 
ruption of O’Shea or Shea—both trace 
their ancestry to Ireland. Mr. Shay’s 
forbears came from near Clonmel, County 
Tipperary, and Mrs. Shay’s paternal 
ancestors were Hornibrooks, residing in 
County Cork. They expect to write en 
account of their quite original tour when 
they return to America in September. 
They left Bundoran for Donegal town. 
Strabane, Londonderry, Portrush, Giant's 
Causeway, Belfast, and hope to be in 
Dublin for the Horse Show, after which 
they intend to explore the midlands on 
their return South. 


The Jarvey’s Outlook. 


Paddy Hegarty told me that he was en- 
joying the journey immensely, and his 
mare was not the least adversely affected 
by the journey. She would not, of course, 
cover such a mileage on her daily work 
about Cork City, but. if anything, she 
was improved in condition. There was 
very little discomfort on the road, except 
when it rained, and then they usually 
sought shelter in some hospitable farm- 
house. For the most part, the weather 
had been excellent. 


Joseph Sheridan Le Fanu. 


Joseph Sheridan Le Fanu, whose 
portrait has just been presented to the 
National Gallery of Ireland, was a novelist 
of note, and a well-known journalist in 
the Dublin of sixty or seventy years ago. 
He came of an old Huguenot family, and 
was born in Dublin in 1814. At Trinity 
College he soon gave proof of literary 
ability; and became editor of the Dublin 
University Magazme. Later he became 
proprietor of a paper called the Warder, 
and also of the Evening Mail. He wrote 
some clever novels, the best known bein 
“The House by the Churchyard an 
„Uncle Silas, a Tale of Bartram Haugh,” 
and also some Irish ballads: one called 
“ Shamus O'Brien ” was recited with great 
success in America by Samuel Lover. He 
died in Dublin in February, 1873

lrishwoman’s Success.

A Literary Abattoir. 


Sometimes when passing along the 
quays, writes a correspondent, I linger for 
a little while at the bookstalls and 
barrows. Being only an amateur in these 
matters, [ have never succeeded in picking 
up first editions of any value; perhaps 
because the experts have an uncanny 
knack of getting there first. It is possible, 
of course, if one has patience to wade 
through piles of legal, political, and 
religious manuals to come across some- 
thing quite interesting at the cost of a 
few pence. At one time I used to wonder 
what happened to the ninety per cent. of 
the volumes th.+ nobody bought, until 
the solution came to me quite by accident. 
Having some business in another quarter 
of the city, while detained in a side 
street I chanced to look through the ground 
floor window of what appeared to be a 
stationery factory. Several women, 
working with great rapidity, were cutting 
the bindings of all kinds of books and 
packing the separate leaves into sacks. I 
learned afterwards that the disintegrated 
volumes are pulped and go to the making 
of pasteboard and millboard. It would 
be interesting to consider how many of 
the 14,000 novels published each year 
come to this in the end. And it would 
be even more curious +o contemplate how | 
many copies of those first editions of 
Shaw, Galsworthy, etc., that fetch such 
fabulous prices in New York, have gone 
to the literary slaughter-house; because 
I am afraid the collectors do not really 
get them all. 


Art in the North 


Belfast has not hitherto held a very 
eminent position in the world of art, but 
there are signs that the city is now 
making efforts to keep abreast of the 
times in artistic matters, and much in- 
terest has been aroused in London by 
some notable acquisitiops which have 
lately been made for permanent exhibition 
in Belfast by the Contemporary Art 
Society. 

The pictures purchased include examples 
by W. Rothenstein, R. Sickert, G. Phil- 
pot, E. Wadsworth, D. Grant, Wilson 
Steer, and several other noted artists, and 
they will do much to place Belfast on a 
level with other large cities. 

Mr. Rothenstein, in particular, is 
accounted one of the masters of modern 
times, one of his best pictures being a 
portrait of W. B. Yeats, which he pre- 
sented to the Leeds Art Gallery about 
eight years ago. He has been Principal of 
the Royal College of Art since 1920. i

The Belfast Art Society is also display- 
ing much activity, and afrangements are 
now being made for the holding of an 
exhibition in the autumn.

FROM A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


BELFAST, Monday. 
E Long Vacation, upon which the 
Northern Parliament has entered, is 
causing uneasiness even among Lord Craig. 
avon's supporters, as it is feared that 
measures not altogether favourable to the 
Six Counties may be introduced by the 
Labour Government at Westminster. It 
is, of course, well known that the Belfast 
Parliament has really v little power, 
all the principal services being reserved by 
the British Administration, and in the 
t the members of the Northern Cabinet 
ave taken pride in faithfully reflectin 
the legislation enacted across the Channe 

in their loyal step-by-step policy. 

There are signs that such a plan may 
not be so popular in the days to come, and 
if the changed political situation in Great 
Britain should stimulate more initiative 
and self-reliance in Northern legislators it 
will be all the better. In the event of 
alterations of laws affecting the United 
Kingdem of Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland being. introduced by the Labour 
Premier, some of which might not be 
pleasant for this province, the protest of 
the little band of Irish representatives in 
the Imperial House would be of little 
avail. 

At the last sitting of the Northern 
House of Commons before adjourning until 
5th November, this haunting fear was ex- 
pressed by Mr. Grant, the Unionist member 
for Duncairn, who asked for an assurance 
that Parliament would be summoned in 
the interval if any change were made re- 
garding widows’ pensions and other 
matters” by the British Government. The 
reply of the Minister for Firance also 
showed what is floating in the minds of 
the Unionist leaders. He said that pro- 
vision was made in the resolution for the 
adjournment, that if any untoward cir- 
cumstances arose, Parliament would be 
summoned. 


LABOUR PARTY S ATTITUDE. 


The Northern Unionist politicians have 
so long held the view that Socialism is @ 
menace to all good government that they 
are unable to appreciate the thought that 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald may be quite 
amiably disposed tawards this little State, 
although it has always been hostile to him 
and his colleagues. The Socialists are 
opposed to the safeguarding of linen, but so 
was the Baldwin Administration; there- 
fore, nothing will be lost in that regard. 
Moreover, no Government would be per- 
mitted, or would be silly eneugh, to 
subject any particular part of the United 
Kingdom to injurious legislation. It may 
refuse to give the Six Counties preferential 
treatment, but that is another story. 

A brighter view of the circumstances was 
taken by Mr. Andrews, the Minister for 
Labour, when he was asked if the efforts 
of the Imperial Parliament to reduce un- 
employment would be followed by the 
Northern Administration. The Minister 
said that he had read the speech of Mr. 
Thomas in reference to his scheme with 
véry great interest, and personally he 
thought it was a proper and reasonable 
one. He assured the members of the 
House that if it was necessary to call them 
together to consider any proposals brought 
forward in the Imperial Parliament, the 
Speaker, in consultation with the Govern- 
ment, would not hesitate to do so, but, he 
added, most of the proposals outlined by 
Mr. Thomas, so far as indicated by Press 
reports, had already been made effective 
by the Northern. Parliament. 

Certainly Mr. Andrews's department 
has done much in the way of schemes to 
relieve unemployment, and, no doubt, any 
useful suggestions, even from a Socialist 
source at Westminster, will be sympatheti- 
cally considered by him. 


UNEMPLOYMENT FIGURES. 


Some interesting details are given in 
the latest returns showing the state of 
unemployment in Northern Ireland. The 
number for the week ended Ist July was 
335,682, an increase of 352 over the pre 
vious week, stated to be due to short-time 
workers being unemployed, an increase of 
673 being recorded under this head, while 
wholly unemployed persons were 185 
fewer than the previons week s total, and 
the casual workers fewer by 168. 

Curiously enough, there are 4,362 
persons still unemployed in shipbuilding, 
engineering and ironfounding. notwith- 
standing the increased activities in the 
shipyards, and it is also strange to find 
with so many houses being erected—that 
there are 3,512 men connected with the 
building trades and works of construction 
at present out of work. In the flax, linen 
and hemp trades the workless are given 
as 3,831, but, considering the depression 
in this department of industry there must 
be many more whose names do not appeal 
on the registers, a statement which, 
unhappily, applies to all other businesses. 

Approximately 251,000 workpeople are 
covered by the Unemployment Acts in 
Northern Ireland, and the percentage of 
workless, as given by the registers on 
June 24th was 14.2, exactly the same as a 
month earlier. 

With regard to destitute ex-Service 
men, the latest available figures showed 
that in the Belfast Workhouse there 
were in receipt of indoor relief in sick 
departments, 78; in healthy wards, 163; 
total indoor, 241. The number getting 
outdoor relief was 109, making altogether 
350. No information could be supplied as 
to how many of the casual class using the 
workhouse were ex-Service men. Hun- 
dreds of others are leading a precarious 
existence in the city, doing odd jobs and

Our little Northern Navy, consisting of 
H. M. S. Caroline, stationed at Belfast 
Harbour, has been quite in the limelight 
recently. At the end of last week it was 
inspected by Vice-Admiral Sir Arthur 
Duff, who afterwards, at a luncheon given 
in his honour, stated that reports of the 
Ulster Division, Royal Naval Volunteer 
Reserve, bore testimony to the high in- 
telligence, keenness and good conduct of 
the men in the service. On board the 
Caroline they had, he said, a small num- 
ber of permanent instructors, and the 
volunteers had the drill and other train- 
ing that went to make a first-class sea- 
man, while, in addition, the ship was a 
social centre. 

Anyone who has seen the rank and file 
at quarters and on parade will agree that 
they constitute a fine body of young men 
worthy of the old traditions, and in the 
Marquis of Dufferin and Ava, who has 
commanded the force since its inception, 
they have an officer of public spirit and 
sympathy in whom they have the fullest 
confidence. The Royal Naval Volunteer 
Reserve has a normal strength of only 
5,500 men of all ranks, but it is unique, 
and attracts young fellows of a high stan- 
dard, who enjoy the annual training on 
board. For them it is a pleasant holiday, 
combining healthful exercises and the 
broadening of their outlook on life. 

The North has also its Volunteer Air 
Force in the Ulster Bombing Squadron at 
Aldergrove, whose planes are frequently 
seen over the city. With all this, and the 
regiment of the line stationed at Bally- 
kinlar and in Belfast, we ought to be able 
to sleep in peace. 


MORE RAIN WANTED. ' 


The continued dry season is causing 
concern to the Belfast Water Commis- 
sioners, the storage in the. reservoirs 
supplying the city having been greatly 
reduced during the past few weeks. A 
storm of rain would be welcomed in the 
Mourne district, the principal catchment 
area, but the skies remain bright and 
sunny, sending only an occasional light 
sprinkle the earth. The 
weather prophets predict further days of 
sunshine, but the Commissioners are 
looking forward with hope to a wet St 
Swithin’s Day, this day week, when, 
according to tradition, there would be a 
plentiful rain for the ensuing forty days 

In the meantime they are appealing to 
the citizens to be economical in their use 
of water in order to avoid the necessit 
of limiting the hours of supply, and 
householders would do well to observe 
this precaution. In the Belfast area 
17.000, 000 gallons of water are used every 
day, and such a huge consumption soon 
makes a big difference in the source of 
supply when the inlet is restricted. Of 
course, the Commissioners have in reserve 
several hundred millions of gallons of 
water in view of a prolonged drought, but 
they are naturally reluctant to draw upon 
this source, if economy can save it. 

The danger of scarcity at any time 
shows the wisdom of the Commissioners 
in constructing the great new reservoir in 
the Kingdom of Mourne, but, of course. 
several -years will elapse before that 
important scheme is completed. At pre- 
sent the appeal is to be economical in 
the use of water in the factory, the work- 
shop, the office and the home.

The strange incident which is reported 
as having occurred on Lough Foyle 
recently, when the crews of three motor 
launches from Northern waters, said to 
be armed, are alleged to have seized the 
nets of Donegal fishermen fishing for 
salmon, has created a good deal of 
interest up here.

The visitors were taken through the plots 
to see the splendid herd of rl RA ure-bred ry 
cows oí Mr. Brown. eekly coats and 
fine condition of these e were much 
admired. A number of the cows had over 
1,000 gallons in veer last lactation period, 
the average yield 2 750 gallons.

There remains, bowever, at Angora an 
impression that Europe views Turkish 
progress with disfavour. Her genyine 
anxiety concerning the present, position 
in Constantinople is a proof of the error 
of that opinion. A prosperous Con- 
stantinople is essential to the develop- 
ment of trade with Turkey, and a solution 
of the present problem ought not to be 
beyond the powers of the man who rescued 
his country from e annihilation 
seven years ago. 
III —— 
The Export of Coal. 

The results of a very important experi- 
ment in the English coal trade are de- 
| scribed’ in the first annual report of the 
Central Collieries’ Commercial Association. 
This body, which began operations in 
April, 1928, was formed. by the coal-owners 
of the Humber, Trent and Mersey basins 
—a district roughly the same size as the 
valley of the Ruhr. When the Association 
was formed production in the area con- 
cerned was considerably greater than the 
demand for coal. Furthermore, the export 
trade was declining to such an extent that 
more and more coal was being forced upon 


being compelled in many cases to sell at a 
price which was lower than the cost of 
production. In the circumstances they 
decided to reduce their output, in order, 
as they explained, to readjust the balance 
between supply and demand. At the same 
time they decided to make a levy of three 
pence per ton on all coal raised in their 
pits, and to devote the proceeds to a sub- 
sidy on export coal. The result of this 
experiment has been remarkably success- 
‘ful. Not only have exports been increased, 
but the fall in pit-head prices has been 
checked and the whole industry has 
benefited.. The output of the area- was 
reduced only by 4.6 per cent.—from 
98,645,128 to 94,969,970 tons—while exports 
were increased from 2,566,737 tons in the 
year which ended on March Zist, 1928, to 
4,728,584 tons in the. following twelve 
months. This increase represents a gain 
of no less than 84 per cent, The experi- 
ment has been so successful. that the 
| colliery owners have been able already to 
dispense with the subsidy ſor exports. 
Lost markets have been recaptured: and 
new markets are being explored. For the 
first time in many years the coal industry 
in an important. part: of England is 
beginning to show real signs of prosperity ; 
and the process has not yet reached its 
height. These results have been achieved 
not so much by means of the export 
subsidy and the restriction of output as by 
the mere fact that the coal-owners have 
joined forces. Economists have. been 
preaching co-operation in the. coal 
fields for more than a decade, 
but the so-called “ Five-County ” 
Association has been the first sincere 


a combine on sound principles of com- 
merce. - Its success ought to be a lesson to 
the coal-owners of South Wales and else- 
where, and we have no doubt that the 
example will be followed in the near 
future. The coal industry in. Great 
Britain has suffered heavily since the war. 
Certainly .the folly of the miners ‘has 
been largely responsible for ite plight, 
but the owners also are not without blame. 
They. could have worked together, - but 


causing serious harm to their industry. 
Now the way has been shown. Co-opera- 
tion will not work miracles in the coal 
fields, but it will. improve a situation 
which at present gives cause for alarm.

Ancient Palestine. ' 

An exhibition of recent discoveries made 
in Palestine by Sir Flinders Petrie and the 
British School of Egyptian Archeology 
was opened yesterday at University 
College, London. The researches which 
the exhibition embodies were very im- 
portant; for they reveal the soil of 
Palestine as a precious palimpsest of 
history. At one spot the surface yielded, 
in\the shape of hand grenades, relics left 
by British soldiers during the Great War. 
A few feet below, traces of a Roman fort 
of Vespasian, built some two thousand 
years earlier, were unearthed. Beneath 
this was-a city of the Greeks ; and at still 
lower depths the explorers foynd ivory 
figures of the Pharaohs and copper 
weapons of the Philistines. For the 
Christian world, however, this exhibition 
has an extraordinary interest. Sir 
Flinders Petrie's latest discovery at Tell 
Fara; near Beersheba, forms a valuable 
link in the establishment of Israel's 
traditional history. The oldest reference 
to Tell Fara, which is now identified as 
found in the fifteenth 
chapter of the Book of Joshua, and there 


later—in Nehemiah. The explorers dis- 
covered that—perhaps, in Joshua’s time— 
disaster had overtaken Beth-Pelet. They 
discovered also that it had been a strong- 
hold of those Shepherd Kings who, before 
B.C. 1600, when Egypt was in disorder and 
decay, invaded that land, even then 
ancient, and occupied it for nearly three 
hundred years. Thus it is proved that 
these Shepherd Kings, or Hyksos, towards 
the end of their power, were ruling Egypt 
and Palestine under one lordship. Sir 
Flinders Petrie says that this year’s search 
in: Palestine for Egyptian history has 
+ yielded up more secrets of the past than 
the whole of the previous twenty years.”

“The student should recognise’ that the 
first essential in a poster is that it should

design. The possibilities of treating posters 
in a symbolic manner should be more often 
taken in consideration.

AMENDMENTS UNDER

A sitting of the Railway Tribunal was held 
yesterday in the, City Hall, Dublin, to 
resume consideration of the amended schedule 
af standard charges E sed to be made by 
the Great Southern Railways Company. 

Mr. Phelps pointed out that matters the 
Tribunal had to consider were, firstly, the 
working expenses under the estimate,agreed 
on for the A year; secondly, matiers 
arising under Section 55, sub-sections 2 and 
4, whith dealt with adjustments in the 
charges on revenue. 

Mr. Phelps referred to the history ot the 
working expenses and said that the company 
when it commenced proccedings tendered the 
evidence of a Mr. Quiney, who was heard 
then to considerable length. After that 
sitting a conference was held between the 
railway company and the parties interested, 
with the result that a figure was agreed on 
as between them. The figure first suggested 
was 3,830, 700, and when discussed between 
the parties and ‘finally’ placed before the 
Tribunal it was reduced to a rough, round 
figure bringing it down to £3,440,700, which 
was agreed as a final figure. That figure 
represented what might be called sufficient 
expenditure on the railway to maintain the 
position in which it should be. : 

Mr, C. E, Riley, general manager oí the 
Great Southern Railways, said thaí it would 
be remembered that the estimate of the 
expenditure for the A year submitted by 
the company totalled £3,640;700, and re- 
ferred to the subsequent figure agreed: on. 
Reference to the estimate of expenditure at 
£3,840.700 would show that the actual total 
expenditure reached 43, 366,350. The 
company had been able, therefore, to carry 
on for 1928 with a sum ——— less 
even than the agreed expenditure; but it 
was a matter of common knowledge that 
while the work of the company had proved 
satisfactory, sufficient money had not been 
spent in replacing old rolling-stock, in painting 
and uphoistering carriages, renewals and fenc- 
ing, aud other matters. The money spent on 
renewals for 1928 was less by £370,909 than 
indicated by the estimate. The sum the 
company considered necessary for the upkeep 
in a normal year, taking one year with 
another, would be £3,757,549 or £100,000 
short of the original estimate for the A 
year. it was agreed that certain mprove- 
ments of organisation and other - economies 
would: enable the work represented by the 
difference of £370,999 to be carried on with 
a somewhat less figure; but it was clear that 
the agreed expenditüre for the 4 year, 
normally 3, 400, 700, would not bé more than 
sutticient for the company's needs if adequate 
provision ‘was made in each year for the 
various items of expenditure which he had

REFRIGERATION. 


(TS USES IN INDUSTRIES 
AND THE HOME. 


Mr. E. Archer spoke on “ Refrigeration in 
the Service of the Nation at the meeting 
of the Dublin Rotary Club in Clery’s 
restaurant, yesterday. 

He said that the first cold-air machine of 
which there was any definite record was 
invented in 1845, by Dr. Gorrei, in the 
United States of America. It was interesting 
arrived in London in February, with 
thirty-four tons of frozen meat on Ward 
the first consignment of frozen meat ever 
imported from Australia. The banning by 
the Government “of chemical “preservatives 
from the nation’s food meant a mild reyolu- 
tion in some bf the methods of handling 
food-stufis; and we had this assurance on 
the experience of many, that we should be 
a healthier nation as a consequence, that our 
infant life would be spared and improved in 
greater ratio, that our lives generally, as 
the result -of the. elimination of . tissue- 
hardening and deteriorating chemicals, would 
he heaithier and happier. 

During the last half century Great Britain, 
as an industrial nation, depended in an ever- 
increasing degree on cold storage as a means 
of holding in fresh condition the supplies of 
meat, dairy produce, imported/ fruits and 
other articles for which she depended on 
supplies from overseas. 

trigeration, he said, was the silent hand- 
maid of scores of industries and branches of 
commerce, such as the manufacture of 
chocolate, artificial silk, glue, ink, refined 
oils, photographic materials, optical instru- | 
ments, refined sugar, carbonated beverages, 
and the storage of many other commodities, 
such as furs, fraits, canned-food and milk.

Refrigeration had become accepted as the 
world’s great conser agent, because it 
was the only system which neither added to 
nor took from the commodities to which it 
was applied. | 

The gain to the public health resulting 
from this deliverance from chemicals in our 
food: must be inestimable, and in the long 
run the food retailers also would greatly gain, 
as the intelligent employment of refrigeration 
in their stores would enable them to increase 
the:r business. In the home, too, this better 
* of keeping the food healthy was 
rapidly gaining ground, and ice intelligent] 
used in the larder, according to the beady of 
the home; large or small, would soon be 
utilised, not only for its healthful results, 
* ef — it effected.

NORTHERN MINISTRY AND F 


LURGAN COUNCIL. 


At the monthly meeting of the [Lurgan 
Rural Council, Mr. John G. Gracey (Chair- 
man) presiding, a. letter was read from the 
Northern Ministry of Home Affairs stating 
that the question of two different persons 
acting as relieving officer and sanitary sub- 
officer for the Portadown area has again been 
considered, and the Ea was unable to - 
alter its decision in the matter, to the effect — 
that they could not sanction the arrange PRODU CE AND FOOD 
ment with regard to the appointment of 
anitary sub-officer and rent collector for the + 
Rural District Council. 

The Ministry was satisfied that it was 
essential, in the interests of the rural dis- 
trict, that the office of relieving officer of the 
union, the office of sub-sanitary officer and 
rent collector under the Council, as well as 
the other minor offices in question, should be 
held. by one person at a reasonable salary. 

The Ministry was satisfied as to the com- 
petency of Mr. J. Topley, who had been 

appointed relieving officer by the Board of 

uardians, and it was prepared to sanction 
his appointment as sub-sanitary officer and 
rent collector without further advertising; 
but it was the duty of the Rural District 
Council to fix a reasonable salary for the 
performance of the duties in question, and, 
in the opinion of the Ministry, the salary the 
Council proposed to pay was not a reason- 
able one. 

Mr. R. McCourt thought that the Ministry 
should not dictate to the Council in that way. 

Mr. D. W. Murray asked why did the 
Ministry want the salary increased when the 
person appointed was doing the work quite 
satisfactory and was satisfied with the salary. 

Mr. McAlinden said that if the Ministry 
denied the Council the right to make the 
appointment it was doing away with demo- 
cratic representation altogether. 

The Clerk said that the officer they had 
appointed could not get any salary as long 
as sanction was withheld. 

After further discussion it was decided, on 
the motion of Mr. McCourt, seconded by 
Mr. Campbell, to inform the Ministry that 
the Council was quite satisfied with the 
appointment it had made, and saw no reason 
for upsetting the arrangement. The Council
